Washington, Aug. 23.—An earnest 


warning against "insidious and pois- 
onous" German peace propaganda, 
and a declaration that peace must 
be dictated to and not negotiated 
with Germany to place her in a posi- 
tion where she never again can dis- 
turb 'the world's peace, were made in 
the senate today by Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts, ranking Republi- 
can of the foreign relations commit- 
tee. 


Peace terms which must and "will 


be forced on Germany were speci- 
fically detailed by Senator Lodge, in 
addressing the senate in support of 
the man-p/jwer Bill to extend the 
army draft ages. 


They included complete restoration 


of Belgium, unconditional return of 
Alsace-Lorraine to France and of 
Italia Irredentfa to Italy, safety for, 
Greece, independence for Serbia and 
Rumania, an independent Poland, in- 
dependence of the Slav peoples and 
freedom of Russia from German 
domination, 
Including 
return of 


Russian territory wrested by Ger- 
many in the Brest-Litovsk treaty. 


•Furthermore, Senator Lodge de- 


clared. Constantinople must be made 
a'free port, and Palestine never re- 
stored to 'Turkish rule. 
"These are the principal condi- 


tions," he said, "which will give a 
victory worth having. -No peace that 
satisfies Germany can ever satisfy us.x 
It cannot be a negotiated peace. It 
must be a dictated peace, and we and 
our allies must dictate it." 


Germany undoubtedly will attempt 


a strong peace drive when she feels 
victory is slipping from her grasp. 
Senator Lodge asserted in solemly 
giving warning against the least- 
yielding until Germany "is beaten to. 
her knees." and such a peace en- 
forced by dictation that will remove 
her forever as a possible disturber 
of the world's peace. 


"The 
Germans repulsed, and los- 


ing.'' said Senator Lodge, "will un- 
doubtedly resort to their other wea- 
pon, 
which they 
have 
used more 


than once during this war with ter- 
rible effect. 
They will begin an in- 


sidious and poisonous peace propa- 
ganda. 
With this weapon they have 


succeeded in disorganizing /Russia. 
It is the mere propaganda which we 
shall be obliged to face in the en- 
suing months and it therefore seems 
to me of (he last importance to know 
exactly 
what we mean by peace. 


Generalities will not serve. It must 
be. it is commonly said, we have all 
saW It—a just and righteous peace.

being sent to the camps in the rear, 
and army headquarters itself does 
not have more than an appreciate 
count. 
Only a partial count has 


been made of the booty which in- 
mcludes at least 200 guns, many of 
them of large, calibre. 


The Germans still are stoutly re- 


sisting the first French army around 
Roye." In 'their retreat across the 
Oise the Germans did not have time 
to ^destroy the bridges. _J!ome^were 
found'fiffifct, while "others were~dam- 
aged. 


Cavalry is rendering marked se- 


vice in the pursuit of the "enemy. 
Not only are there cavalry advance 
guards, but other troops are follow- 
ing Nthe infantry to take care of the 
machine-gun nests left behind by the 
Germans to be sacrificed in attempt- 
ing to check the French advance. 
Aviators preceded the cavalry. They 
are dispersing enemy rear-guards 
who attempt to make a stand and are 
breaking up and sattering convoys 
on the crowded roads with machine- 
gun fire. 


Batteries of guns and ammunition 


wagons with the horses at the gal- 
op were pushing north today through 
an immense dust-cloud over the fields 
where yesterday the German rear 


uard fought desperately to save part 


of their artillery. 
Many of the guns 


had to be left behind, as well as a 
great number of machines. 


"The devil himself could not hold 


out against all that," said one cap- 
:ured German subaltern. "We didn't 
know which way to turn." 


The excellent co-ordination of the 


different branches of the French 
army is proving most effective in 
the present pursuit. It has been the 
manner in which the infantry, artil- 
lery, cavalry and aerial arms have 
worked together that has made it so 
difficult for the Germans to get 
away.

The increased number of antomo 


bile drivers produces many cases of 
friction between the officers of the 
law and the motorists, 
with 
hard 


feelings on both sides. 
Police offi- 


cers often feel the motoring crowd 
to be wholly lawless, contemptuous 
and defiant. 
And the motorists feel 


that in many places officers are ar- 
bitrary, and sometimes principally 
bent on collecting fees for detect- 
ing violators of the regulations. 


The source of the trouble is that 


a great many drivers, including 
many people otherwise law-abiding, 
are exceedingly careless about obey- 
ing the various provisions of the law. 
They are encouraged by the fact that 
the automobile law of most states 
has become exceedingly complicated. 
It is doubtful if anyone obeys it per- 
fectly. 
The proper way to run an 


automobile varies

a ptgrson see old things. 
We saw 


houses with dates on them built be- 
fore America 
was discovered ; a 


tower of winding stairs that had 
walls iliree-feet thicK; a cathedral 
built in the fifteenth century, and 
many interesting landmarks 
with 


carved woodwork on door-jambs and 
over the doors, and all of them in 
use today! 
We then visited the 


Palais de Justice where are some of 
the most marvelous paintings in the 
world. 
The\ were painted in the 


fourteen hundreds, and are as clear 
and distinct, ana really more wonder- 
fully executed than some I saw of 
later date. 
Several tapestries hung 


on the walls, measuriug probably 50 
feet by 30, and of such superb de- 
sign 
and 
workmanship 
that 
a 


stranger does not believe they are 
not paintings until he touches the 
cloth, and examine the weave. 
The 


caretaker or concierge, as they call 
him here, says •ftttk much pride, 
that they are worth a million francs, 
something near 518,000, and I would 
venture to say that some of our 
wealthy men would gladly pay three 
times that to get them. 
However, 


they won't as that is one thing the 
French are carefully guarding, to 
see that no American soldier or ''Y'' 
secretary swipes the pictures. 


The city hall is also a marvel of 


architecture and wonld shame many 
of our cities 01 five times the popu- 
lation of this town. 
They also have 


some great paintings, as well as the 
place where we get our bread tick- 
ets. 
The museum has statuary, 


paintings, cnrios. and old furniture 
that would do justice to a large city 


I like New York. 
I didn't know it, 
42 South Second Street—Newark, O. hut professor Bennett said so, so I

Shaken by the allied assaults on 


the northern and southern ends of( 
the Plcardy babtlefront *ne German 
line is wavering. 
Along the Oise 


the enemy apparently is retreating 
precipitately. 


Allied pressure continues strong 


along the whole front. 
Unless the 


enemy can check the on-rush, par- 
ticula'rly in the south, his territor- 
ial gains of the present year are in a 
fair way to be wiped out. Further, 
if either of the. allied strokes can 
break through the old Hindenburg 
line itself will be'imperilled. 


In the south the' French are push- 


ing forward on a front of 30 miles, 
east and west of Noyon, weakening 
the German line around Roye and 
northward, and providing a grave 
menance to the 
Vesle-Aisne line 


through the crossing of the Ailette 
and the Oise-Aisne canal, northwest 
of Soissons. . North of the Somme 
and the Ancre to Mercatel. the Brit- 
ish keep doggedly at it after having 
captured Albert and 5000 prisoners. 
South of the bend in the Ancre, they 
have crossed .that stream to the east 
on a six-mile front for a gain of 
two mrles. 


Noyon, a pivot of the German lines 


in Picardy, still holds out, but the 
town and the surrounding heights are 
under the fire of the French can- 
non. 
West of Noyon the French are 


on the Divette for a distance of al- 
most five miles. The Oise has been 
reached on a front of 10 miles, south 
and east of Noyon, and -has been 
crossed at several points. 


So hurried was the German with- 


drawal from south of the Oise that 
they were unable to destroy all the 
bridges across the stream. 
They 


also left behind much material and 
more than 200 guns. French cav- 
alry and airplanes are harassing the 
retiring enemy and over'the German 
positions of two* days, even 'one day 
ago French guns' and infantry are 
rushing northward. Except'west of 
the Oise and along the sharp salient 
north of Soissons: the Germans show 
little signs of-holding, and probably 
will retire to beyond the Oise canal, 
which parallels '^tne river on the 
north.

Most stubborn have been, the com- 


bats on the front, north of the 
Somme, and Field ;Marsahl Haig has 
had to face bitter resistance all along 
the front. 
His pressure continues, 


however, arid his success around Al- 
bert probably will provide leverage 
to push the Germans farther east, 
north and south of that sector. North 
of the Ancre the British and Ger- 
mans are struggling violently for 
possession of towns along the Arras- 
Albert railway and the Arras-Bap- 
aume road, but the British have held 
to their gains. 


Probably the most vital sectors of 


the Germans at present are those 
from Roye to 'Noyon and that north- 
west of Soissons. If the first should 
waver and fall back, the Gertnan 
position, north of the Somme, would 
have to be readjusted. 
The salient 


northwest of Soissons possibly 
is 


most important because if it should 
fall the French 
would have the. 


heights of the Chemin-des-Dames 
outflanked and be in' a position to 
menace Loan.

pressure on this salient would appear 
:b have the effect of forcing the Ger- 
mans to retreat from the Vesle with- 
in a few days, at most. 


American troops, north of the 


Vesle, have increased the security of 
their position by cleaning out an im- 
portant point north of Fismes. The 
Germans attempted to counter-attack 
but were thrown back with a loss. 
Along the remainder of the Vesle the 
allied pressure is being maintained.
